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mEHERE is nothing more com- 
mon in the World than to 
fee a Man oppreffed with 
BafinefS; 1 mean by his 
finking under the Load of ir, 
and fuffering his Spirits to 
flag to fuch a Degree as to 
be then leaſt himfelf when he 
fhould be mof fo. This Di- 
—— fiemper of the Mind, as it ts 
immediately oecafion’d by too much Thinking, fo 
it hath “its — a aks from a a wrong Turn of 
Thisving. If a Man would but confider that the 
greateft Affairs in this Life ought to imply him only, 
and not diſtract bim, and that it is the higheft Seretch 
of Folly, tho’ it may pafs with fome for an extraordi- 
nary Degree of Wifdom, to fulfer our Thoughts’ to 
torment us, and to make thofe Faculties of the Mind, 
which the All-Wife and All-Merciful Creator of 
Mankiod gave to folace and delight them, the In- 
fruments to us of Pain and Anguifh: As this ex- 
ceflive Caye is not to be defended, as it is obvioufly 
irrational, and at firft Sight difcovered to bé incon- 
fiftent with our Nature, fo it is the Dury of every 
Man to banith it from his Brealt to reftore his Tran- 
quility, by driving out this gloomy Tyrant, and, in 
a Word, to hufh all his other Cares, by taking a pro- 
per Care of his owm Peace; that Eafe and Quiet of 
Mind which is the Health of the Soul, and without 
which all intelleétual Pleafures are taftlefs. 

In the firft Place, it ought to be confidered, that 

Solicitude defeats irfelf. Great Things are perform’d, 
and great Ends are attained, by Men who have their 
Heads clear, and the Faculties of their Minds active 
and vigorous ; but when once a Man grows folicitous, 
his Undertaking becomes petplex'd, as the Sight is 
weaken’d by looking long and too iatenfely upon 
one Objet ; his Abilities are blunted ; and that very 
Paffion which fpurs and lafhes him on toa certain 
Point, deprives him of the Power of getting thither, 
or at leaft prevents his getting thither fo eafily or fo 
fpeedily as otherwile he might have done. It is true 
that Conftancy is a Virtue, and Intrepidity an ex- 
cellent Quality ; but then thofe mult be properly 
apply’d. In this Life, Circumftancés regulate all 
things, afd the fame Difpofition which in one Situ- 
ation is virtuous and Commendable, is in another vi- 
cious afd worthy only of Contempt. When a Man's 
Reafon fhewa him that certain Difficulties, though 
Brest are not infurmountable, then intrepid Refo- 
ution is an Act of the higheft Virtue. -But when 
Reafon demonftrates that Time and Patience, not 
Pains and Induftry, are capable of ong tg Obftacles, 
then it becomes a wife Man ro abate his Endeavours, 
to pive Way to Providence, and, if I may be al- 
lewed to ufe fo hardy an Expreffion, co abandon his 
Projets that they may fucceed. 

Aw Inftance will make all this familiar. The 
Hebvew Legiflator Mofes was ont of the greateft Men 
that ever exifted, even fuppofing his propherick Cha- 
rater fet'afide. He wasa Man of great Parts and 
Learning, amd of equal Probity and Di(cretion : That 
he formed the Projet of delivering his Countrymen 
from the intolerable Slavery they indured in Egypt 
very early, is plain from his own and other authen- 
tick. Writings. But when he faw chat Project alto. 
gether render’d impracticable, by the eae of 
the J/raelitifh Stubboranefs with the Eayptian Policy, 
he wifely forbore, and very prudently retir’d out 
of the >, Hcg the better to provide for his own 
Safety. Without Queftion fo warm and ſo fincere a 
Patriot had fixed his Mind very ftrongly on the 
Performance of that generous Task which was after- 
wards committed to his Care ; but this did aot in- 
gage him fo far as to prevent his fecing the Obfta- 
cles that lay in the Way, or hinder him from quit- 
ting a Path which he faw would have led him toa 
Precipice. It is alfo very remarkable, that this 
Calmacfs and Moderation did not at all depreciate 
him in the Sight of God Almighty, when in his 
own good Time he was pleafed to bring that great 
Event about ; on the contrary, he chofe him to be his 
Agent therdio.

Men become extremely obfcure by endeavouting to 
be too explicit. 

By the fame Power that Solicitude raifesO 
fition without us, it produces real Mifchiefs within; 
and as ic is the Means of making others forment us, fo 
it likewife makes us become the Executioners of omr- 
selves: 1 do not mean by this, that it exaggerates 
every little Misfortune, and heightens every trivial 
Difappointment, but that it changes even the Nature 
of Things, and makes fuch as are indifferent, or even 
good in themfelves, truly and ¢ffentially evil with 
reſpect to us. This, in regard of fome Objects of 
Solicitude, is obvious to all ‘the World. A Man. 

tely fond of Wealth, whofe Soul is intircly 
taken up with the Defire of amaffibg Money, is daily 
excrutiated by Evils; moft of which would very 
flightly, and many not at all affect another Man.’ Ao 
amorous or aq ¢xtravagant Man, fmiles at the Mifer 
on the Rack, and for a Time forgets the Torture 
which he himfelf undergoes. For it is not the 
Change of Objects, bur of the Mea‘ure of our Affec- 
tions, which cender Men, who defire various Things, 
wifer one — In ſuch Purfuits a Perton 
is not more hted with refj to his Neigh- 
bours Folly, than 33 with me to his oa 
The Bufinefs of a prudent Mag is to look vith Pity 
on the Failings of others, while h- hath no Pity at 
all for the Weaknefs of his own Mind ; ar leaft this 
is that Sort of Prudence which I would recommend. | 

But, perhaps, it may be faid, that. over Careful- 
neſe is ia fome a Sort of hereditary Diſtemper, a 
thing born with them, and which they ate never able 
tofhake off. But, I doubtin this, as in’ mof other 
Cafes, we call that Nature which fheuld be filed 
Humour, and accuse Providence that we may excufe 
Men. For let me inquire, whether pleading a 
Propenfity to Thieving, would be held a proper be. 
fence fora Felon ; or whether being much given to 
Paffion, wasever held to be a futficient Apotogy for 
Murder? Thefe, you will fay, are Inflances of an 
extraordinary Neture, wherein Reputation aod Life 
are concerned. True; bur, in the other Cafe, is 
not a Man’s Peace concerned? If I am bound to b- 
upen good Terms with ethers, is it mot fic thar I 
fhould tand tight with myfelf; and can I pofbbly do 


perience anfwer no, and therefere this Plea of an 
hereditary Gloomine’s ought certainly to be fet afide. 
We are by Nature prone to many Things that are 
evil; all our Paflions tend that way; yct, & is our own 
#ault, if Reafon doth not correct thefe, and cnabic 
us, like Socrates, to become Oonqucrors of ourfelves. 
For the atchicving fo glorious: an Enrerprize two 
Things are efpecially required : One, that we book 
up to him who made us; the other, that we look 
into our owo.Hearts. It is ſimply impoffible thet a 
Man fhould be felicitous who hath a juft Notion of, 
and a proper Dependence on Providence, He thar 
framed the World, is he nor wife? Shalt not the Lord 
of all the Earth do Right?

On the Whole, therefore, 
a Man ought to conccive an over-weaning Propenfity 
to thinkalways on one Subject aSymptom of Madacis, 
and be properly alarmed thereat, this may indeed di- 
fiurb him for the prefent, but it will prove a Means 
of freeing him from a much more dangerous Diftur- 
bance. Wwe are all ready to take Care of our Health, 
and no Man is blam'd for abffaining from what te 
finds by Experience to be huptfuh Now, why a 
Man fhould be more affiduous about the Soundnefs 
of his nats than of his Mind I know riot ; and,
